NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—A 
new brain operation for the re- 
lief of athetosis, an agitating 
nerve disease which makes its 
victims appear to be constantly 
doing the “big apple” dance, 
was announced today before the 
Southern Medical Association. 
Dr. Roland M. Klemme of St. 
Louis, Mo., said he had success- 
fully treated four patients by 
removing a part of the cortex, 
or brain covering, in the pre- 
central areca of the brain, which 
lies approximately below the 
top of the head. 
The operation has been done 
only on apparently hopeless 


cases in which violent circular 
motions of the hands and agita- 
tion of the fingers and toes go 
on constantly due to a nerve 
disorder. The sufferers before 
have been unable to obtain re- 
lief and ordinarily agitated 
themselves into a state of ex- 
haustion.

BLAME EACH OTHER 

Yielding before the resolute 
march of the dictators, the wartime 
prime minister charged, democratic 
“quitters” were blaming each other 
at every retreat and could not seize 
the sword for trembling. The result 
had been ignominious failure every- 
where. 

He poured scorn on these who, 
eo long as Britain was not at- 
tacked, were blind to what was 
going on abroad. What would 
happen to Egypt, Palestine and 
the Sudan, he asked,*when the 
present ta-ks of the aggressors 
were done? 

The former Prime Minister’s 
audience at his speech before the 
Council of Action for Peace and Re- 
construction, which he organized in 
1935, was somewhat surprised by 
his reference to Premier Stoyadino- 
vich of Yugoslavia as “another dic- 
tator.” 

If General Franco wins in Spain, 
Mr. Lloyd George said, “you will 
have four great dictatorial powers— 
Germany, Italy, Japan and Spain. 
Another dictator threw in his lot 
with them yesterday—the premier 
of Yugoslavia.” 


GOING TO ROME 

He apparently was alluding to an 
announcement that Stoyadinovich 
would arrive in Rome Sunday for a 
three-day visit which some sources 
thought might culminate in Bel-

DARWIN, Australia, Dec. 3 
The Australian government has 
taken steps to make sure disease is 
not brought into the country by 
airplane. Dr. Paul Mitchell, chief 
quarantine officer of the north- 
eastern district, details elaborate 
arrangements made for examination 
of air traffic, including cargoes and 
passengers. 

A bio-chemist, armed with spot- 
light and test tube, will enter each 
plane on arrival in Australia, while 
a doctor examines passengers and 
crews, and every measure is taken 
to prevent unauthorized people 
from entering the quarantine area 
before planes have been given pra- 
tique. 

Before Australia-bound planes 
leave the last port they are spraye: 
with disinfectants to prevent the 
introduction of yellow fever from 
the west coast of Africa. If a suspi- 
cious insect is found on board, thor. 
ough fumigation of machines will 
follow, 

Until the quarantine officer 
presses an electric button giving 
the “all clear” signal it is virtu- 
ally impossible for any arrival to 
come in contact with any ofher 
person awaiting the plane landing 
in Australia.

NEED, RATHER THAN NUMBERS 

Provincial Treasurer Garson of Manitoba told 
the Rowell commission that, theories aside, the 
Dominion-provincial financial arrangements 


During the eleven months of the year which 
have elapsed, permits were issued for the erec- 
tion in Edmonton of 198 dwelling houses, large 
and small. During the corresponding period last 
year 127 permits were issued. The increase 
shown for the present year is very substantial. 
But at that the number of new houses is not up 
to the average requirements of a city of the size, 
even making no allowance for increase of popu- 
lation, and assuming house-building to have gone 
on uniformly in past years. Not enough new 
construction has been done even this year to 
make up for the normal wear-and-tear. 

A city of 80,000 people require from 8,000 to 
10,000 dwellings, taking into account the usual 
number of apartment buildings and rooming 
houses. If a house “wears out” in forty years, 
there must be built on the average 200 or more 
houses per year to keep up the supply; and it is 
no secret that a large number of houses rushed 
up in the boom days in Edmonton were not built 
to last for 40 years. This amount of construction 
is required in addition to whatever new accom- 
modation is needed to take care of increase in 
population. If there were no growth of popula- 
tion, 200 new houses per year would do no more 
than prevent a drift toward slum conditions in 
Edmonton. 

This year the 200 mark may be reached, pro- 
bably will be. But last year’s record was away 
below the mark; and last year’s record was the 
best since the economic paralysis set in seven 
years ago. For five of those years there was 
scarcely any new house-construction at all. Had 
no increase in population occurred, the city 
would now be short about 1,000 houses of the 
number which should normally have gone uv in 
the last seven years. But the population has been 
growing steadily and fairly fast all through the 
depression years. Taking this into account, 
Edmonton is in arrears of normal construction to 
the extent of about 1,200 dwelling houses; many 


of them, of course, needed to replace houses 
which have served their day and should be 
pulled down. 


That seems to be about the dimensions of 
Edmonton's housing problem. The question is, 
when and how are we going to get 1,200 new 
houses?

To devise 
such a plan may not be easy, but it is well worth 
trying for.

IF WINTER COMES 
Japan would like to get a quick peace with 
China, lest winter catch its army hundreds of 


miles from the coast at the end of long and diffi-

WINNIPEG, Dec. 3.—Manitoba has nearly 
finished putting its case to the Rowell Commis- 
sion. Premier Bracken is half way through the 
eighth of nine briefs to be read. It has been 
obvious to everybody attending the sittings that 
the Manitoba submission has deeply impressed 
Chief Justice Rowell and his colleagues. As 
the firet province to come to bat in the inquiry, 
Manitoba has set for other members of the fam- 
ily a high standard of thoroughness in prepara- 
tion and cogency in argument. Mr. Bracken 
and his ministers deserve a round of applause. 

Hon. Stuart Garson, Manitoba: treasurer, 
held the floor at the morning sitting yesterday 
with a plea that unemployment relief should be 
administered and paid for wholly by the 
Dominion. The B.N.A. Act in Section 92 
assigns “charities” to the provinces but Mani- 
toba argues that the Act is out of date. 

Three main points were made. First, if the 
Fathers of Confederation had foreseen unem- 
ployment on the present scale, they would have 
called it a national concern. Second, the social 
philosophy of today requires the state to do 
more for the unfortunate than was expected of 
it in 1867. Finally, as a matter of practical 
politics, the provinces can't pay for relief. Mani- 
toba has had to borrow every dollar necded 
for the purpose since 1930. 

* wt » 

Mr. Garson’s statement and the exchange of 
views between him and the Commission con- 
stituted the first realistic discussion of the re- 
lief problem ever heard in public in Manitoba. 
It is fantastic but true that relief—though it 
has been costing Manitoba more every year than 
education, public health or any other item in 
the budget except debt interest—is never de- 
bated in the legislature. The cost of relief, as 
it is all borrowed, does not figure in Manitoba 
estimates of current expense. 


Year after year the government is author- 
ized, by a motion which isn't argued, to borrow 
what it needs for the purpose. In this manner 
Manitoba since 1930 has spoofed itself into be- 
lieving that its budget is balanced. The same 
may be true of other provinces. Manitoba, for 
one, has been in the position of a man who 
signs a new note annually at the bank and says 
to himself, “Thank God that’s paid.” Mr. Gar- 
son exposed the realities of the situation, hith- 
erto kept dark or at any rate soft-pedalled. 

Me ak “ 

First challenge to Mr. Garson’s theory came 
from Chief Justice Rowell. Was it possible, he 
asked in his precise and gentle tones, that 
serious unemployment could be permanent in a 
country like Canada, with rich unoccupied 
lands? The chief justice suggested with all 
respect, he still has the heroic conception of the 
frontier as a promised land to which the des- 
titute may fly with a certainty, provided they 
work hard, of getting subsistence. Mr. Garson 
accurately said that no such frontier exists to- 
day, which means that one historic outlet for 
workless proletarians has disappeared. In other 
words, the problem of unemployment relief is 
now permanent as problems go. The day will 
not return when looking after people out of 
work is a minor and inexpensive local job like 
repairing sidewalks. 

The problem of the “unemployables” as dis- 
tinct from the unemployed was next raised, 
Unemployables are people who will never have 
a job even if Bonanza prosperity comes back. In 
days past only people with mental or physical 
handicaps could be put in that class. Today 
thousands of mature adults are unemployable 
simply because they have never had a job in 
their lives or have not had steady work since 
1930 and the long habit of being idle has de- 
moralized and incapacitated them, 

Mr. Garson was asked if he thought these 
people, as well as the employable unemployed, 
should be looked after by the Dominion and his 
answer was indefinite. This problem may be 
more vital than Mr. Garson’s statistics suggest- 
ed. Mr. Purvis, chief of the Dominion unem- 
ployment commission, has estimated that as 
many as 40 per cent of the people on relief in 
some Canadian cities will never work again— 
regardless of the demand for labor. 

té ze at 

A third point raised was, to put it plainly, 
whether a Dominion relief plan could work 
without corruption. If the towns and provinces 
were relieved of expense for relief and had no 
incentive to keep down its cost, Commissioner 
Mackay asked, would there not be political 
pressure for handouts in certain parts of the 
country? 

Mr. Garson’s reply carefully hedged, was 
exerted today under the plan of municipal re- 
lief. Mr. Garson said he was talking about a 
“hypothetical city” but that remark was in the 
same category with “present company excepted” 
and only underlined the fact that he had Winni- 
peg in mind. If a public man believes, as many 
private citizens do, that relief in Winnipeg has 
become closely linked with vote-getting, why 
not say so. 

Considering that in Manitoba up to now re- 
lief has generally been discussed with a mini- 
mum of realism and a maximum of flim-flam 
and pretence, Mr. Garson’s hedging on that 
point was a minor flaw in an. admirably pre- 
sented case. His general argument that unem- 
ployment is a national matter and that its cost 
ought to be financed nationally was not shaken 
at any point. In other provinces the same case 
may be put to the commission but no improve- 
ment on the Manitoba submission seems likely.

After Mr. Garson finished, Premier Bracken 
made a start on the brief which sums up Mani- 
toba’s case and presents concrete proposals. It 
needs another column but space forbids. There 
was an interesting exchange of ideas between 
Chief Justice Rowell and Mr. Bracken on mone- 
tary policy. 

Earlier in the week the Chief Justice had 
dismissed Manitoba's brief on that question a3

A magician, we take it, is a lad who makes 
things that are not appear as things that are, who 
pulls rabbits out of hats and summons spirits

In Victoria, these past nights, Mr. Bennett has 
fulfilled all three of these magical functions. 

He spoke in tremulous horror of Premier 
King’s plan to give Canada away to the Yankees 
in the new trade negotiations. .

And he summoned up the bogey of American 
trade aggression that has been dormant since 1911 
when Mr. Bennett and his friends produced it to 
kill the reciprocity treaty with the United States.

There is no treaty, no agreement, no con- 
templated attempt to destroy Canadian trade 
preferences in Empire markets. And Mr. King, 
creator of those preferences, is surely not the man 
who is going to abolish them.—Vancouver Sun, 


GOING THROUGH THE MOTIONS 

The much-heralded election in Russia this 
month promises, after all, to be little more than 
a gesture of democracy for, all nominations 
having been made, it now transpires that the 
election is virtually over. There have been ac- 
clamations in all but twenty-four of the 1,143 
electoral districts, 

That jis to say, they would be acclamations 
in a democracy but the electors are being urged 
to go through the motions of marking ballots 
as a demonstration to the world of unity among 
the masses. The fact remains that the election 
will be more convincing than the German 
plebiscites under Nazi auspices. 

We who are accustomed to elections in a 
democracy might have supposed that such un- 
animity with respect to candidates might in- 
dicate perfect concord respecting policies and 
that such might be the explanation of the 
absence of contesting candidates. But any such 
conclusion is harder to reach when one is re- 
minded that candidates are nominated by au- 
thorized nominating bodies, including trade 
unions, in open meetings by a show of hands. 
Nominations having been made by such a 
method voting by secret ballot becomes a mere 
pantomime. 

Such unanimity is reported to have embar- 
assed Soviet leaders but in a speech at Lenin- 
grad President Kalinin makes light of his dis- 
appointment by concluding that the absence of 
candidates was a consequence of social kinship 
and common political purpose of the electors. It 
was a sign of socialism, he said, and of the im- 
possibility of differences such as would have 
existed in a bourgeois society. 

But there is also, of course, the fact that 
candidates were not encouraged to differ with 
Soviet policy and possibly the leaders would not 
have the same reason for embarrassment had it 
not been for the mass executions of those who 
disagreed with policy and were so ungarded as to 
say so.—Calgary Albertan. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF LIBERTY 

By LORD MACMILLAN, G.C.V.O., LL.D. 

Distinguished British Jurist 

With justice is linked liberty, for the greatest 
injustice in the world is the unjust deprivation 
of liberty. The civilized nations have abolished 
slavery in the economic sense, but the world now 
presents the appalling spectacle of the creation 
of a far more deadly slavery—the slavery of the 
spirit. 

Freedom to think and to believe and to say 
what we deem right, subject only to the recogni- 
tion of the same freedom on the part of others 
—that is the charter of liberty which our an- 
cestors won for us, not without blood and tears. 

This freedom we now see threatened by new 
tyrannies which seek to reduce the citizen to a 
soulless unit, to moral and intellectual servitude. 
It is a subtle process; it takes many guises and 
disguises; and it may invoke high-sounding mo- 
tives; but whether it takes the form of a dictator- 
ship of a despot or the ruthless domination of one 
section of the community over all others, in 
whatever form it appears it is the sworn foe of 
justice. 

What, on the other hand, are the rewards of 
the observance of these great principles of 
justice and liberty in the making and adminis- 
tration of our laws? By their observance and 
only by their observance, will we attain to peace 
and welfare. There can be no peace where there 
is not justice, there can be no welfare where 
there is not liberty. It seems unnecessary to 
elaborate these truisms. 

For my peroration I quote the stately words, 
as true now after the lapse of three generations 
as when they were addressed by the Commons 
to James VI in 1610: “Amongst many other 
points of happiness and freedom which your 
Majesty’s subjects of this Kingdom have en- 
joyed under your royal progenitors, Kings and 
Queens of this realm, there is none which they 
have accounted more dear and precious than 
this, to be guided and governed by certain rule 
of law, which giveth both to the head and mem- 
bers that which of right belongeth to them, and 
not by any uncertain or arbitrary form of 
government.”—From “Law and Other Things.”

‘On This Date 
A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

Twenty years ago today, on Dee, 
|3, 1917, the great Quebec bridge 
| was opened to railway traffic. Ree 
| garded as one of the engineering 
marvels of the world at the time 
|of construction, it cost $22,640,228 
|in cash and @ score or more of 
| lives when the centre span collapsed 
| 10 years before its completion. 
| It was no new idea that bridge 
| over the St. Lawrence. Ag far back 
as October 4, 1851, a meeting of 
merchants and the city council dis- 
| cussed what could be done to bring 
| more trade to the city, and especi- 
|ally to procure for Quebec the 
| benefits of the railway, then in its 
very infancy in Canada. That meet- 
ing decided to have an engineer 
| investigate both subjects and re- 
| port to them at a later day. The 
| engineer engaged was William Ser- 
rell, who presiared an elaborate 
| report, recommending the very site 
| upon which the present bridge was 
| built. He had an alternative proe 
position, to bridge the river from 
| the Duffern Terrace to Levis, but 
| that was made secondary, not only 
because of necessary height but 
also because it would ruin the ter- 
| race and would have to be cerried 
| a tremendous distance on the south 
shore for its anchorage. 

; Serrell presented his report in 
| 1852, Copies of it are rare, but of 
| great historic interest. In addition 
| to the bridge he proposed the con- 
}struction of a light railway into 
| the city, which would thus give 
| Quebec access to all the country to 
the south and to Boston and New 
York. He was certainly @ man of 
‘vision, urging a means of com- 
munication which can be kept up 
at all times without reference to 
time or season, something that the 
winds, the waves, the cold or heat 
will not impair.” 

“Gentlemen of Quebec,” he said, 
“you must either build a bridge 
| or a new city.” 

Yet it was 65 years before his 
dream was realized, and it was 27 
years before there wag any raile 
way connecting Quebec with the 
west on the north shore, the pro- 
vincial railway to Montreal being 
|opened only in 1879, During all

“Every- 
where I go,” she says, “the landscape is cluttered up with widows

Every 
j time he visited Halifax, returning 
with various goods, there were re- 
| ports of thefts. 


Three law books were stolen 
|from the office of Nova Scotia's 
chief justice. He offered a reward 
for their return. Smith obliged, 
| Saying he had purchased them from 
a stranger. He avoided suspicion 
| until a few days later when a Hali- 
fax youth saw another wearing his 
stolen coat and the wearer said he 
| had bought it from Smith, 


| FLED TO ST. JOHN 


The latter fled to Saint John. 
| Commissioned to buy a horse in 
Cumberland County, N.S., he stole 
one at Norton with the idea of rid- 
ing it to Cumberland, selling it, 
stealing the other and riding it 
back to the New Brunswick buyer. 
| But he was captured at Pictou and 
brought to jail here. For days he 
feigned illness. On his “deathbed” 
he requested a heated brick for his 
“cold feet.” A kindly jailer went 
to get one, leaving the door un- 
locked, and Smith escaped. 

With a reward on his head he 
wandered around New Brunswick, 
Stealing wherever he visited. At 
Fredericton, while Attorney-Gen- 
eral Thomas Wetmore was giving 
a dinner party, Smith made away 
with numerous articles of the dig- 
nitary'’s apparel. Seen secreting 
them in a haystack, he was ar- 
rested and incarcerated in the 
Kingston jail for a second time, 


GOOD CHAIN BREAKER 


During this period he demon- 
strated an almost supernatural 
ability to break heavy chains and 
handcuffs, Records left by Sheriff 
Walter Bates reveal that finally an 
iron collar was put around 
Smith’s neck with a connecting 
chain stapled to the floor. The 
prisoner pullea out the staple and

FEED TO BE CHEAPER

A growing shorjage in farm labor 
already has boosted wages to 126 
per cent of the pre-war level, the 
report said. Many farm hands are | 
finding employment in cities at 
hieher wages than paid on farms 

“Higher wage rates in 1938 are 
expected to encourage increased 
mechanization of the farm business 
in types of farming adapted to it,” 
the bureau said. This will, in the 
long run tend to minimize the ef- 
fect of prospective increases in the 
demand for farm labor.” 

The number of farm workers has 
decreased steadily since 1929. Total 
employment on farms this year av- 
eraged 292 persons per 100 farms 
compared with 340 in 1929. Increas- 
ed farm machinery has offset de- 
creased farm labor. 


MACHINERY PRICES TO RISE 

A rise in prices of farm machin- 
ery is expected next year, the bur- 
eau said, mainly due to increased 
costs of man ture. Wage rates in 
manufacturir ndustries is 11 per 
cent higher than a year ago and 
16 per cent higher than in 1929, the 
bureau said. 

Building costs to farmers in 1938 
may be somewhat higher than in 
1937, it was said. Wholesale prices 
of building materials, particularly 
lumber, have advanced 13 per cent 
during the past year, while prices 
to farmers have advanced only 7 
per cent. 

Retail prices of fertilizer during 
the 1938 fertilizer season will aver- 
age higher than a year earlier and 
probably the highest since 1931. The 
tonage sold may be about as large 
as this year, even though retail 
prices are higher, it was said.
